No, the humb lest artisan or mer­ 
chant is as necessary and reputa­ 
b le a.s any of the people wiiose pro­ 
fession you name. "Commercialism" 
is as worthy wlien w’ell pursued as 
any other form of social activity. 
Wages earned b y fidelity to the 
daily task of commerce are as clean 
and wholesome as the money laid 
on the altars of pub lic good. It ia 
the ab use of these things which 
b reeds 
su.splclon 
and 
misunder­ 
standing. 
Few’ lecturers, authors. j:« intei’s or 
sculptors die possessed of wealth, 
unless they liave inherited it from 
others. Until the end of the eight­ 
eenth century their pecuniary re­ 
wards w'pre meager enough, and not 
a few’ gifted men and women thius 
engaged existed miserab ly in need- 
le.ss poverty which was a disgrace to 
their contemporaries. 
Shakes’^eare earned a fair compe­ 
tence from his immortal works and 
w’rote them for as much money as 
he could get from the patrons whose 
tastes he consulted. 
Dr. Johnson 
declared W’lth the weiglit of b itter 
experience that no author wrote 
without regard to his pay, unless he 
was a b lockhead. The b urly old sage 
of Fleet street was a little too sweep­ 
ing in his Judgment. Nevertheless, 
it is true in the main. 
Depend upon it that a communi­ 
ty which does not adequately sup­ 
port the persons your letter cen­ 
sures loses immeasurab ly more than 
gold can b uv. To ask the b est b rains 
of artistry or literature to give us 


something for nothing is fraudulent.

They attem pt to co­ 
ordinate its experiences and revela­ 
tions in crdered ways. Apart from 
tlieir efforts religious, intellectual 
and material pnigress would b e 
practically impossib le. So to dis­ 
credit either theology or science is 
to confess unwittingly ignorance or 
contempt of w hat has b een or slioUld 
b e. 
But lasistence on any fonnula- 
tioais of reality as final cannot b e 


i the legitimate province of fallib le 
minds. We are remote from tlie sup­ 
posedly "iron law’s" of Victorian 
science. We are no less remote from 
some religious dogmas for which 
good and sincere men were once pre- 
pmred to die. 
The imiverse lias fiesh surprices 
in store for thinkers in every realm, 
and through them for the people at 
large. There are r^'re things in 
Heaven and earth than are dreamed 
of b y the most consummate science 
or the most spiritual theology of the 
hour or even of the ages. Hence the 
joy cf the quest and tlie steady un­ 
veiling of that w’hlch it seeks.

Can they b e given to 
one under a year old? Mother is one 
of 
the 
old-fashioned 
kind

one eats canned foods. She consid­ 
ers it no less 
than 
a 
delib erate 
crime to give any of it to a child. 
MRS. C.” 


Mother is wrong, Mrs. C. Under 
the modern methods of canning, the 
foods are just as good, if not b etter, 
than tlie home cooked and 
iiome 
canned foods in many instance.s. In 
the winter, when not all the ircsli 
vegetab les can b e ob tained, canned 
foods are a very much needed part 
of the diet. 
Canned foods, or home cooked 
foods, will not take the 
place 
of 
fresh fruits and vegetab les that are 
eaten raw. Canned foods are put up 
in their own juice, and tlie.se Juices 
should b e used. Just 
they should 
b o used when they are home cooked. 
The hab it of cooking 
fruits 
and 
vegetab les and throwing away the 
Juice means the loss of a large part 
of the vitamins and mineral ele­ 
ments. 
Some share of raw’, fresli vege­ 
tab les and fruits should b e taken 
every day b ecause tlicre is some loss 
of the vitamins in any form of 
cooking. 
Yes. a child under a year of age 
who gets vegetab les and fruits— and 
It should b e getting some pureed 
as early as six months—can have 
canned goods. Naturally, it is im­ 
portant 
to get 
a 
b rand of any 
canned food that you know’ is high- 
grade. 
I suggest you send for our lust of 
b ooks on the general care and feed­ 
ing of children.

LONDON, May 8 — Limehouse 
the Chinatown of Lonoon and cen­ 
ter of its underw’orld. ia ruled by 
a white woman, commonly called 
the "Uncrowned Queen." 
This mysterious and sinister fig­ 
ure, according to the police Is the 
head of an amazing criminal or­ 
ganization which rules the under­ 
world of London. 
She is the brains of numerous 
gambling rings, the traffickers in 
raw opium, and the agent responsi­ 
ble for helping Chinese to evade 
the law. as well as smuggling them 
into the country. 
In fact, it is 
stated, thoiigli site is concerned in 
numerous 
other 
criminal 
enter­ 
prises, most of her time is devoted 
to the Chinese. 
For years the law has been try­ 
ing to trap thLs woman 
Only once 
was she in their hands, bul that 
was for a common charge of as­ 
sault. and, even then, they could 
not get anyone to give evidence 
against her, so were forced to ac­ 
quit her.

Although her past is a my.stery, 
the story goes this white woman 
came to Limehou.se many vears ago 
as the glrl-wife of an influential 
Chinaman. During the many yeans 
in which she lived among the Chi­ 
nese. becoming almost one of them, 
she came to know the innermost 
secrets of Chinatown, 
gaining a 
wonderful insight of the workings 
of the Chine.se mind. 
■Winning the confidence of the 
Chlne.se, she gained acce.ss to the 
meeting houses of the ringleaders. 
Soon her wisdom gave her power 
among these men. until her word

that, when Chinamen are arraigned 
for 
opium smoking, 
peddling 
or 
.smuggling, she organizes their de- 
fen.se, finding the loopholes through 
which they .so often e.scape. 
Her first step is to arrange that 
the prisoner .shall have every lux ­ 
ury that the law iiermits to per­ 
sons on remand. 
Then, aided by her cx tcn.sivc le­ 
gal knowledge and surrounded by 
j her circle of crafty lawyers, she ar- 
range.s balls, substantial ca.sh bonds, 
even witnes.ses. 
Although she works behind the 
.scenes and ha.s never been known 
to come out in the open, the police 
i are confident that one of these days 
^ they will secure evidence, which 
they claim, will render her harm­ 
less for a long time to come.
